Convention Hall, Chicago, June 22.— 


Although the doors of the hall were 
opened a half hour later than jester- 
day for the first 23 minutes after 11 
o'clock the band played to a sprink- 
ling of gallery spectators only. A sea 
of brown backed chairs in gallery and 
mezzanine, was broken only by an oc-

sergeants at arms stood idly about, 
and in the delegates' section a half 
dozen men leaned back and read the 
morning papers. 


At 12:27 o'clock temporary Chair- 


man Root rapped for order directing 
the delegates to take their seats, and 
ordering the aisles cleared. This lat- 
ter order was not obeyed with suf- 
ficient celerity- to-pleaae the^chiirstan 
and iie directed the assistant sergeant 
at arms to set that thr aisles were 
cleared. A second specific direction 
from the chairman directed to delega- 
tions, in the aisles, brought the con- 
vention to order.
